TWO BATTLES AND 
TWO VICTORIES IN 
TWO DAYS. 


A British and a Boer General Killed. The | 


Boers are Good Fighters—but There are | nipeg last week. He will return on Friday. | 


Others. The Gordon Highlanders get 
even for Majuba Hill Kimberly rein- 
forced and Mafeking holding cut success- 
fully, but reports of Signal British 
victories at that point are probably 
untrue. 


Fighting ra ali Friday around 
Ganon <7 Sade, Natal. The 
Boers began the attack by seizing 
Dundee Hill and started to shell the 
British camp. The British artillery re- 
plied very effectively and the King’s Royal 
rifles and Dublin fusiliers stormed the 
heights, reversing the case of Majuba Hill, 
and captured the ition. The charge 
was a brilliart one. The 18th Hussars and 
the Leicester regiment got on the flank of 
the enemy and made terrible slaughter. 
Gen. Symons, who led the British charge, 
was mortally wounded. The British loss is 
250, the Boers 800. 

The Boers’ strong position at Elands’aghte 
was captured by the British on Saturday 
after severe fighting. The Boers fought 
bravely, but could not stand the rush of 
the Gordon Highlanders, the fifth lancers, 
tae fifth dragoon guards, the Manchester 
and Imperial light horse. Gen. Jan Rock, 
second in command of the Transvaal forces, 
was killed. Many Boers were taken 

tisoners and hundreds killed. The 

ritish loss was 150 killed and wounded. 

Kimberly is still holding out and has 
been reinforced by Cape police garrisens. 
Col. Baden Powell has kept the Beers in 
check at Mafeking. 

The coast cities’ contingent isin camp at 
Vancouver. A party numbering over 60 men, 
including those from Nelson, Kamloops and 
Rossland, leave to-day for the east. The 
Manitoba company wil! leave to-morrow.

FROM THE ARCTIC RED RIVER. 

Geo, W. Fugard and V. H. Raleigh 
were amongst the first to start from 
Edmonton for the Klondike, and are 
amongst the last to return. They came 
from Los Angeles, California, in the 
fall of 97, and started for Peace River 
with horses and flat sleigks in Decem- 
ber. They abandoned land transport 
at Peace River Crossing and took 
boats down the Peace and Mackenzie 
rivers. On reaching the mouth of the 
Aretic Red River they decided to 
ascend it for the purpose of prospect- 
ing its-headwaters, or possibly crossing 
over to the Stewart. Some seven or 
eight prospectors ascended the Red 
River about 200 miles. They took 
the Red River in preference te the 
Peel as it was said to be not so diffi- 
cult to ascend. They found this the 
case as far as they went. The maps 
are misleading as to both the Peel and 
the Red rivers. They are represented 
as rising on the east side of the moun- 
tains and flowing parallel to each 
other and to the Mackenzie until they 
join the latter river. As a fact the 
Peel river rises west of the Rockies, and 
flows eastward fora long distance 
before turning north. The Red rises 
in the Rockies and has aa easterly

WAR NEWS. Grant had been thrown out and in- 


stantly killed. There were no marks 
on the body.

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THE HAGEL MURDER. 


Mra. Nelson Hagel was brought in 
from Lacombe on Friday's train by 
Staff..Sgt. Evens, charged with being 
an accessory to the murder of her 
husband in June, 1898. The alleged 
murderer is Alva Quigley, Mrs. Hagel’s 
brother. 

On Monday last while taking the 
part of an accuser in a trial at Red 
Deer Mrs. Hagel confessed knowledge 
of the killing of her husband. On 
Tuesday she accompanied Sgt. Evans 
to the spot where the body was buried 
wad ee the gemains. On Wed- 
nesday a coroner's inguést was held at 
Lacombe before Dr. Denovan, coroner, 
of Red Deer. The jury return- 
ed _& verdict of wilful murder 
ogeinst Alva Quigley and against Mrs. 
Hagel of being an accessory. On 
Thursday Mrs. Hegel was committed 
for trial by justives Fletcher and Tal- 
bot at Lacombe, and on Eriday was 
brought to Edmonton to be held in 
custody until the trial. The trial will 
not likely take place at the present 
sitting of court. It is hoped to effect 
the arrest of Quigley, in which case 
Mrs. Hagel’s evidence cculd be used 
against him if she had not already 
been tried. Quigley left Lacombe 
about two months ago, and is now sup- 
posed to be in British Columbia. 


The parents and brothers of Mrs. 
Hagel have been living north of La- 
combe for some years, and in April of 
1898, Mr. and Mrs. Hagei came there 
from Michigan to reside, taking « 
homestead near the railway rack 
about six miles north of Lacombe 
village and not far from the home- 
steads of the Quigleys. The Hagels 
had three children, the eldest a girl of 
about ten years. It appears that Mr. 
Hagel was not satisfied with his move, 
and there was continual trouble be- 
tween himself and the Quigleys. Tn 
June of ’98, he disappeared and was 
reported by Mrs. Hagel and _ the 
Quigleys to have goae to the Klon- 
dike. Sometime afterwards a report 
was Circulated that he had started for 
the Yukon by way of Edmonton and 
been drowned in Peace river. On th3 
strength of this report Mrs. Hagel 
applied to cancel a homestead for the 
purpose of makiny entry for it asa 
widow. In support of the story of 
her husband’s death she showed two 
letters supposed to be from Peace river. 
One from her husbasd stating that he 
hac arrived there, and another from 
another man stating that her husband 
had been$drowned. 


The disappearance of Hagel, and 
particularly the stories as to his death, 
caused the police to make enquiries. 
They found that at the time of Hagel’s 
reported departure for the Klcndike 
he had been seen in company with 
his wife and Alva Quigley in a wagon, 
passing MeCue’s place on the old 
Calgary trail going north. But no 
trace of him could be found afterwarde, 
Stories were circulated in the neigh- 
borhood prejudicial to Mrs. Hagel and 
her brother Alva, and these contained 
some suepicion of murder having been 
done, but nothing definite: At last 
Alva Quigley left the country, as 
already stated. 

In order to quiet these stories in 
circulation by frightening the parties 
circulating them Mrs Hagel laid a 
serious’ charge against J. Ledgerwood, 
a man over sixty years of age who lived 
a few miles away. It was during the 
progress of this trial, in which Ledger- 
wood was acquitted, that Mrs. Hagel 
confessed to knowledge of the murder. 


As she described the occurrence it 
had taken place on the day oa which 
she, ker husband and brother had been 
seer. driving togetbex. Hagel was dis- 
satisfied with the country and wanted 
to return te Michigan. They had 
driven onto the old Indian reserve to 
take a look at the landthere. She 
and her husband were in the back 
seat of the wagon, and her brother in 
the front seatdriving. Her husband 
and brother began disputing, and her 
husband reached forward and seized 
Quigley by the throat. The men 
strugglea and fell out of the wagon. 
Quigley recovered himself and kicked 
Hage! on the head stunning him. The 
horses had moved on a little piece 
by this time, before Mrs. Hagel could 
seize the lines to hold them. Quigley 
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mer, went bacx and struck Hagel 
several blows on the head with it, 
killing him. He dragged the body ints 
the shelter of some bushes and they 
left the place. That night Quigley 
returned on horseback and buried it. 

Sgt. Evans found the body buried 
on a bar in Wolf Creek, under only 
a shallow covering of earth. The 
buria! took place when the creek was 
low aud the bar uncovered. When- 
ever the water was high the grave was 
covered with water. It was over- 
grown with weeds and would never 
have been discovered had not Mrs. 
Hagel indicated the locality. Al- 
though greatly decomposed, the skull 
showed two large wounds which were 
undoubtedly the cause of death. 

The presence of this woman on the 
serious charge of being an accessory to 
a murder, and the faci that the interests 
of justice demand that she be held 
until another term of court, accentuates 
very greatly the need of proper jail 
accommodation here. There is no 
suitable accommodation at Edmonton, 
and at Fort Saskatchewan the guard 
room is crowded with men held on 
various charges. To hold this woman 
before trial without giving ker reason- 
able accommodation would be a ~dis- 
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interest in the administration of justice 


demands that she be not let go. While 
the law has a stern duty to perform in 
all such cases ; it is to be hoped that 
the obligations of the state, and of 
Society, to the children thus left with- 
out a provider will 2@ promptly and 
fully recognized.

DAUPHIN FIRES. 

Dauphin Press, Oct. 13th: The fire 
fiend bas spread desolation in many 
homes in the Dauphin country. The 
warm dry weather of the past three 
weeks rendered the country in an in- 


flamable conditién. Notwithstanding 
the danger arising from this state of 
affairs many people set out fires either 
to burn stubble, straw or scrub. Dur. 
ing Thursday and Friday high’ winds 
prevailed and the fire travelled very 
rapidly. Hundreds of settlers were 
surrounded by it before they had time 
to realize the danger and were unable 
to stop its ravages. Houses barns, 
fences and grain stacks went up in 
smoke. It was but the work of a few 
minutes and everything was razed to 
the ground. [t was heartrending to 
the thrifty settlers to see the accumu- 
lation of years of toil disappeer while 
they were obliged to stand by elpless. 

So complete has been the destruct- 
ion wrought by the fire in some dis- 
tricts that sufferers will be reduced to 
want if the government does not come 
to the rescue in some shape or form 
with essistance. 

The area covered by the fire and 
burned more or less, is fully a hundred 
miles square. 

A report from Sifton states that the 
fire did great damage northward and 
that many settlers lost their houses, 
barns, stacks ete. 

Reports of lives lost cannot be veri- 
ficd up to going to press.

very well understood, The president 
read the commission which was daied 
Oct. 7th, and was based on a report of 


the mizister of interior to the privy 


council, dated Oct. 2nd. It referred 


to the bills respecting the shipment 


and transport of grain introduced into 


parliament by Messrs. Douglas and 


Richardson, M. P.’s, and the discus- 


sion which took place regarding them. 


The bills dealt with the regulation of 


elevators, warehouses, grain chutes, 
side tracks, etc., with a view of 
checking the irregularities said to 
exist in the grain trade such as 
excessive dockage in weight, refusal of 
the railway to allow flat warehouses 
to be built, etc. The minister felt it 
to be impossible to reach a decision 
without a full investigation. The 
letter of instructions to the commis- 
tion is dated Oct. 11th. The chair- 
man, Judge Senkler, said that the 
object of the commission was to get full 
information on all the poiats mentioned 
for the informaticn of parliament. 
The notice given was short because 
there were many points to visit and it 
was necessary to have the report com- 
pleted to lay before the government 
before next session of parliament. As 
the principal complaint which gave 
rize to the appointment of the com- 
mision—namely the prohibition of 
shipment of grain except through 
eleva.tors—did not exist here, it was 
thought that less notice was re- 


quired than at other points where | 


this complaint did exist. 

A number of farmers were present 
and mide statements regarding grain 
business at this point. There were 
also several independent shippers of 
grain. The farmers examined were: 
Messrs. M. McKinlay, E Dean, A. E. 
Putnam, W. Latimer, John Kennedy, 


Jas. McDairmid; H. Bell, John Har- | 


rold, and Jas. Price. The dealers 
examined were: W. J. O. Bourchier, 
R. Lee, and J. H. Picard. ‘The state- 
ments made were under oath. 

The points brought ont by the evi- 
dence of the farmers were : 

Although there were from four to 
six buyers on the market for wheat 
there was apparently no active com- 
petition. In the case of wheat 
the bid of the first buyer was seldom 
or never raised. All agreed on this 
point, which to their mind was evi- 
dence of an understanding amongst 
the buyers. 

Several of the farmers complained 
of unfairncss of the weights, giving 
instances. Some thought a town 
weigh scale would be a sufficient 
remedy. Others thought a close 
government inspection would be best. 
Still others thought the best way was 
for the farmer to have scales of his 
own. Ore instance was of a man 
losing thirteen bushels on two loads. 
The next day when the buyer knew 
that he had purchased a set of scales 
he was given two pounds over the 
weignt shown by his own scales. 

The difference in the price of No. 1 
and No. 2 grain on the Edmonton 
market was 5c to 8c while the differ- 
ence at Fort William was only 2}c 
to 3c. 

The farmer who was in a position 
to ship grain on his own account 
could generally get about what it was 
worth from the Jocal buyers. Some- 
times getting five cents a bushel more 
than his neighbor with equally as good 
grain who it was known could not 
ship. 

One farmer who had arranged to 
ship acar on his own account found 
the differenée between what he was 
offered on the Edmonton market and 
what he was offered at Fort William 
selling by sample, 5c a bushel. He 
did notship because he had agreed 
with an elovator owner to clean the 
grain for a cent a bushel. After he 
had put half a car into the elevator he 
found that it had been mixed with 
other wheat, compelling him to sell to 
the elevator man at his own price. He 
sold the balance of the car without 
shipment. He was present when a 
neighbor who was shipping a car was 
offered 5c a bushel more by a local 
dealer when the grain was in the car, 
than the neighbor could get for it by 
single load before the dealer thought 
that the farmer could or would ship 
himself. 

All agreed that the privilege of free 
shipment was valuable, whether 
exercised or not, as it enabled the 
farmer to some extent to hold the 
buyers in check. 

The limit formerly allowed for load- 
ing a car waz two days, and was 
frequently exc2eded without objection 
by the company. Recently the time 
for loading had been cut down to 24 
hours. All agreed that it was practi- 
cally impossible for a farmer to load a 
car within 24 hours after its arrival, 
out of which had to be taken the time 
required by him to get notice of the 
arrival of the car. Forty-eight hours 
was necessary if the privilege of load- 
ing direct to cars was to beof any 
practical value to the farmer. 

All expressed themselves satisfied 
with the existence of the right to load 
cars direct from wagons or from flat 
warehouses, provided a reasonable 
time limit were allowed, and would 
object strongly to regulations com- 
pelling them to handle their grain 
through elevators only, 


joading grain from wagons direct to 
cars. ; 
The grain buyers examined handled 
chiefly cats which were shipped in sacks 
to Kootenay. Last year about 200,000 
bushels of oats had been handled by 
the warehouse men on. this side of the 
river. ‘To cut down the time allowed 
for loading a car to 24 hours would 
practically drive them out of business, 
owing to the distance from the station 
and the difficulty of crossing the river. 
Some had handled grain in bulk 
independent of the elevators, and 
wanted the privilege of continuing to 
do so. With sufficient time allowed 
to load a car the cost of cartage from 
the warehouse ix Edmonton to the 
station was the only charge that had 
ito be paid. This was a cent a bushel 
'on oats, and praetically was paid by 
ithe farmer. To compel the ware- 

house men to keep warehouses on both 
sides in order to load a car in 24 


j;ours would increase the expense,

price. The shortage of cars in Mani- 


toba did not affect the case. Cars 
were short in Manitoba just before 
|navigation closed. Shipmeat on a 
large scale cid not begin here until 
after that time,when there was abund- 
ance of cars. While cars were scarce 
in Manitoba they were plentiful here 
as the merchants were getting in their 
fall stocks, which provided more 
empties at this voint inthe fall than 
there was outgoing grain to fill. 

The commission rose at about 5:30 
p. m., everyone who desired to speak 
having been heard. The commissiou 
expressed their thanks to the mayor 
and council for the use of the council 
chamber for their sitting.

KLONDIKE OUTPUT. 


H. T. Willis, manager of the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce of Dawson 
recently stated that the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce had shipped out, 
inciuding $100,000, now at Skagway, 
$4,400,000, and that he calculated 
was about one-fourth of thg output, 
which he estimated at $18,000,000. 
* Of course, the royalty returns don’t 
indicate such an amount. Many a 
doliar’s worth of native gold comes 
out ot the Klondike on whick there 
is no ‘royalty paid. Much is stolen 
by the men working in the mines, by 
laymen and day laborers, and none of 
this gold ever pays royalty. It is 
smugg!od out of the country.” 


SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Paul Sabourin, the Slavy Indian from 

reat Slave lake charged with the murder 
of his sister-in-law in April last, at the 
lake, and found guilty of murder by the 
jury, was sentenced to death by Mr. Justice 
Rouleau on Saturday morning. The ex- 
ecution is set to take place at Fort Saskat- 
chewan on Friday the 22nd December. In 
passing sentence his Lordship, through an 
interpreter, explained to the prisoner the 
enormity of his offence, and impressed on 
him that the law had to be upheld and 
cri: 28 such as his would never be allowed 
to go unpunished. He hoped that in sen- 
tencing him to the extreme penalty of the 
law it would be an example to hie fellow 
tribesinan and his execution would be ao 
fercible object lesson. 

The prisoner is an undersized and very 
ordinary looking Indian, standing about 
five feet three, with a pair of deep set, wick- 
ed looking eyes in which lurk traces of 
fanatcism. e received his sentence un- 
moved, his -— sign of nervousness being a 
clenching and unclenching of the hands. 
On being asked by the Judge if he had any- 
thirg to say why sentence of death should 
not be passed upon him he replied simply ; 
“‘No, I did it when I was crazy.” 

The prisoner was taken to the Fort on 
Saturday where he will be detained until 
the execution, usless the sentence is com- 
muted. N. D. Beck prosecuted for the 
crown and H. C. Taylor defended the aceus- 
ed. 


The other cases which have come before 
the court are: 

Queen vs. Fitzpatrick, horse stealing. 
Prisoner discharged. N. D. . OC. 
for the crown, Bown & Robertson for the 
accused. 

‘Queen vs. Clarke and Ben Monroe, horse 
stealing. Accused discharged. C. de W. 
MacDonald for prosecution, Bown&Robert- 
son tor accused. 

(Queen vs. Wm. Geo. Cunningham, theft 
of household effects. Accused pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to six months with hard 
labor at Fort Saskatchewan. 

This case concluded the criminal docket. 
Civil actions commence this morning.
